WARFARE CLOSE AT HOME

Red Cross Christmas Stamps the Bul-
lets in Fight Against White Plague,

The American Red Cross, the great-
est of philanthropic workers, which
goes to the relief of the distressed in all
parts of the world in.times of war,
famine, carthquakes, fires or floods,
and which hag distributed milliens of
dollars in money and relief supplies, is
waging a warfare close to American
homes, It has, with its usual vigor,
begun an effort to wipe out tuberculosis
or the white plague. The movement
against the white plague is in progress
in mwny states and in all of them the
money (o carry on the work is being
raised by the sale of Red Cross Christ-
mas stamps.

The Christmas stamp is similar In
size and form to the regulation post-
age stamp, but the Red Cross stamp
will not pay postage. It Is a very at-
tractive “sticker” bearing a cheerful
Christmas greeting, to be pasted on
letters and packages during November
and December. The Christmas stamp
was sold in Utah for the first time last
year, and the public bought about $200
worth of them at one cent each. The
=ales for the United States reached
about $140,000.
